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FIXES FINE TODAY 
ON STANDARD OIL. 


Judge Landis to Impose Pen- 
alty of Not Less than 81, 
462,000 Nor More 
than $29,240,000. 


WILL MARK HIGH RECORD 


Corporation’s Attorneys Prepared 
to File Appeal and Carry 
the Case to High- 
est Court. 


The largest fine ever recorded in the his- 
tory of criminal jurisprudence will be im- 
posed this morning by Judge K. M. ‘Landis 
on the Standard Oil Company of Indiana. 

This will be true whether the amount as- 
sessed is $29,240,000, the maximum penalty 
under the law, or $1,462,000, the minimum. 
The prevailing opinion, however, is that the 
fine will be somewhere between $20,000,000 
and the maximum. 

There is of course the possibility that Judge 
Landis will reverse his previous rulings in 
the case, in which event the fine might be re- 
duced materially, but lawyers do not deem 
this @ probability, and a large fine is looked 
for. 

It is explained that the only adequate rea- 
son which a judge may offer for a light fine 
is some extenuating circumstance. None has 
developed in this case, and, if anything, the 
reverse has been shown. All this, however, 
is guesswork, as Judge Landis has not indi- 
cated to any one what the fine will be. 


Good Basis for Large Fine. 


While at first thought a ‘Tine approximating 
$29,000,000 might seem crushing enough to 
warrant the United States Supreme court 
in setting it aside as “cruel and unusual 


punishment,” prohibited by the federal con- 


stitution, it is not so regarded in this in- 
stance, 

Demonstration of this fact was Lents at 
the inquiry last month in which John D. 
Rockefeller was the central figure, and it was 
to prevent this showing, doubtless with a 
view of making use of the oversight on the 
Appeal, that the Standard Oli attorneys re- 
fused to furnish the information voluntarily. 

The sult was against the Standard (Oil com- 
pany of Indiana, charged with accepting re- 
bates, aggregating $223,000, from the Alton 
railroad. During the trial the prosecution 
was not permitted to show the Standard of 
Indiana was a subsidiary company to the 
Standard of New Jersey. This, however, be- 
came an issue when Judge Landis was called 
on to assess the fine, and he asked the at- 
torneys for the defense to furnish the infor- 
mation. They refused, and subpcenas were 
issued for John D. Rockefeller, president of 
the New Jersey company, as well as other 
officers in both concerns. 


Will Oppose Pieas for Mercy. 

Despite the fact that Mr. Rockefeller pro- 
fessed to know little about the great company 
of which he is the head, Judge Landis discov- 
ered at the iaquiry that the parent company 
owned all save five shares of the Indiana 
company’s capital stock. Moreover, it was 
shown that all the profits of the Indiana com- 
pany were turned over to the New Jersey 
corporation. The gross receipts of the trust 
during 1903-04-05, the years when the 
offenses were committed, were 5199, 800,000. 
The capital stock of this great holding com- 
pany was shown to be $100,000,000. 

By this showing of facts the district attor- 
ney expects to be able to overthrow any plea 
for mercy should one be made in an upper 
court. These demonstrate that even the 
maximum fine would be only between one- 
third and one-fourth of the dividends paid 
by the holding company to its stockholders 
during the period involved, and less than 15 
per cent of the company's gross receipts. 


Crowd Expected in Court. 


The fine will be imposed at 10 o’clock this 
morning, and while no such crowd is ex- 
pected as the one which stormed the court- 
room on the day that John D. Rockefeller 
testified, United States Marshal Hoy has as- 
signed extra deputies to see there is no dig- 
order. 

Special provision has been made for law: 
yers, many of whom are expected to be pres- 
ent, as the case is destined to be a historkal 
one, The exception to this will be the at- 
torneys who represented the company at 
the trial. John S. Miller and A. D. Eddy are 
in Europe, while Moritz Rosenthal is in New 
York. Attorney Chauncey W. Martin, as- 
sociated with Mr. Eddy, genéral western 
counsel for the Standard Oil company, will 
be the only one present from that side. 

The government will be represented by Dis- 
trict Attorney Edwin W. Sims, Special As- 
sistant James H. Wilkerson, and Assistant 
District Attorney Harry A. Parkin, 

After the fine the next step in the case will 
be the appeal, and notice of this must be 
given within ten days or the order to levy on 
the property of the defendant will be issued. 
There is no doubt that this notice will be 
given, but it remains a question whether the 
usual procedure will be followed and the 
case taken first to the Court of Appeals and 
then to the Supreme court. 


Might Go Direct to Supreme Oourt. 


The alternative is to take the appeal direct 
to the United States Supreme court, alleging 
a constitutional question, several of which 
were raised during the trial. P of 

The probabilities, according to the attor- 
neys, are that the appeal in this case will 
take the regular procedure. In that event 
the briefs and arguments of the attorneys 
will be submitted to the United States Court 
of Appeals at the January term, and if the 
government is sustained there the case will 
reach the United States Supreme court a 
year from this coming October. 

With the efid thus distantly in sight the 
United States marshals are figuring whether

All this is of course 
subject to the belief that the government 
will be successful all along the line. 


May Draw on Parent Concern. 

The stock of the Standard Oll company of 
Indiana ts $1,000,000, so that the fine, if the 
maximum is imposed, will be twenty-nine 
times the capital stock. The plant at Whit- 
ing, however, was estimated by a Standard 
Oil attorney to be worth $50,000,000, and 
should this so depreciate ub to not bring suffi- 
cient to cover the fine, action could be 
brought to force the Standard Oil company 
of New Jersey, the pprens concern, to pay the 
balance.

Jail Sentence for Parent of Girl 
Who Died from Neglect. 


BLOW TO PRAYER HEALING. 


First Conviction of Kind in New York 
{ Affects Christian Science. 


New York, Aug. 2.—[Spectal,J]—Charles W. 
Byrne, who failed to provide medical at- 
tendance for hig 6 year old daughter, with 
the result that she died of pneumonia, must 
serve the thirty days in the city prison to 
which he was sentenced by the court of 
special sessions. After deliberating for sev- 
eral weeks three justices of the court unani- 
mously ruled against appeal for a new trial. 

Bryne claimed that he was a Christian 
Scientist, although not an enrolled member 
of any church. His lawyer, however, assert- 
ed that Byrne was not a Christian Scientist. 

Byrne's conviction and sentence to prison 
for this offense is the first on record in this 
city. Assistant District Attorney Robert J. 
Turnbull, who secured the conviction of 
Byrne, said nothing would deter the district 
attorney's office from fighting the case to a 
finish providing an appeal was taken. 


Court’s Opinion of Neglect. 

The opinion in the case, read by Justice 
John B. McKean, says, in part: 

* Defendant is guilty of violating section 
288 of the penal code, which declares a per- 
son who willfully omits to perform the duty 
imposed on bim by law to furnish food, cloth- 
ing, shelter, and medical attendance to 8 
minor is guilty of a misdemeanor. Defend- 
ant excuses himself upon the plea he went 
to faith medical doctors, believing implicitly 
in the mthods of Christian Science, which, in 
the healing of physical disorders relies solely 
upon the efficacy of prayer. On one occasion 
he called in a Christian Science healer, sup- 
posed to have greater efficacy by reason of 
special instruction, but during the rest of 
the time he similarly treated his child. 

Illegal to Withhold Medical Aid. 

“The sole question is whether omission to 
furnish medical attendance under the cir- 
cumstances constitutes ‘lawful excuse.’ To 
answer that question in the affirmative by 
granting a motion to arrest judgment would 
establish a precedent that might be extreme- 
ly vexatious in other directions. 

„ An individual of some other cult with 
equal plausibility and earnestness could 
plead disbelief in educational methods as an 
excuse for not sending children to schooland 
could withhold food, clothing, or shelter, 
leaving each as part of his religion to be 
furnished through a similar agency. 

“A physician must be procured for chil- 
dren dangerously ill, and the parent who 
omits this imposed duty can find no legal 
excuse if the disease results fatally.“

GUILT OF “MALT.” 


Minneapolis Temperance Worker 
Drinks 8 Glasses to Convinee Court. 


Minneapolis, Minn, Aug. 2.—[Special.]— 
Invited as a paying guest and apparently 
assured of immunity from arrest should the 
festivities become exciting, Charles H. Bates 
took two gallons of a particular brew of 
malt to a party at the residence of Dr. George 
D. Haggard, a prominent prohibitionist, to 
prove that the malt is intoxicating. If the 
stories told to Judge . F. Waite today in 
policé court are true Bates accomplished his 
aim.

The report of a chemist was not deemed 
gufficient to prove that the malt is an in- 
toxicant.

„I should say it did,“ replied Bates. My 
feet wouldn’t work. My tongue got big, and 
I nearly lost my memory.” 


Knew What He Was Up Against.

may want, and at the same time to avoid in- 
terruption or delay in the transaction of busi- 
ness which has not a political savor. -

His Work in Committee Important. 

By reason of his leadership he serves as 
chief minority member on the important com- 
mittees of rules and ways and means, As 
the late Speaker Reed once said, these com- 
mittees are the eyes, ears, hands, and often 
the brains of the house. From the committee 
on rules are reported resolutions for taking 
up and voting upon measures of great polit- 
ical consequence. The tariff question is the 
important one with which the ways and 
means committee has to deal. It is neces- 
sary, therefore, that the leader of the minor- 
ity should serve on those committees that he 
may be prepared to organizé his hosts in op- 
position, and be ready to advance arguments 
against execution of the majority's program, 

It is possible when the democratic caucus 
just before congress meets Mr. Williams 
will be named once more the democratic 
nominee for the speakership, which means 
his selection as minority leader, and the halo 
of his senatorship may aid in this result. 

The election in Mississippi yesterday was 
“or a successor to Senator Money, whose 
term of office does not expire until March 3, 
1911. Williams was reélected to the house 
last November, but he may be transferred to 
the senate naturally, if elected, by reason of 
the ill health of Money. The latter suffered 
considerably from neuralgia during the lest 
session and there were reports that he might 
retire. * 


Democrats Divided on Williams. 

If there was any chance of this democrats 
in the house say it would be foolish ta name 
Mr. Williams as miniority leader. They think 
it would be highly inadvisable to swap lead- 
ers in the midst of a congress as important 
as that soon to convene. Moreover, Mr. 
Williams has not the entire support of demo- 
crats. ‘An incipient revolt against him 
was inaugurated last winter, but it came to 
naught, as the result of the refusal of Rep- 
resentative Champ Clark of Missouri to enter 
the field against his Mississippi friend. 

Had Williams been thrown out of the lead- 
ership unquestionably he would have lost 
prestige and might have been defeated for the 
senate. But the fight against him lost force 
and when congress adjourned Mr. Williams 
from an outside point of view seemed to be 
| firmly seated @ the minority saddle. 

Nevertheless, opposition to him still pre- 
vails, and it is predicted by democrats here 
that it will grow steadily between now and 
Nov. 30, when the democratic caucus will be 
held, 

Representative De Armond of Missouri and 
Representative James Hay of Virginia are 
the members who particularly seem to be 
seeking Williams’ scalp. Exactly what is be- 
hind their attitude is not Known, but they 
have made no secret of their intention to oust 
Mr. Williams and put in his place a man who 
can perform the duties of his offices more sat- 
isfactorily. It is likely they will gain consid- 
erable support from the followers of William 
Jennings Bryan. 


Opposed to Bryan’s Theories. 

Willlams never has made any secret of his 
opposition to the government ownership 
views of the perennial candidate for the pres- 
idency, and consequently he would not be 
acceptable as a minority leader to the Ne- 
braskan. Moreover, if Bryan should be 
elected and democratic control of the house 
should be secured at the same time, the 
speakership naturally would go to Williams 
in case of his continued occupation of minor- 
ity leadership.. With a democratic speaker 
opposed to the views of a democratic presi- 
dent a situation most harmful to political 
interests of the party would be created. 

Bryan unquestionably would seek to have 
enacted the advanced ideas he has in mind, 
and without stultifying himself Williams 
could not countenance them. Finally, WIII- 
lams is not a radical free trader, but favors 
a material reduction of tariff schedules. 

All these arguments will be advanced in the 
caucus ‘when it assembles. As a minority 
leader, Williams certainly has not made a 
conspicuous success. Personally he is pop- 
ular, and his populdrity extends over to the 
republican side of the chamber. 


Champ Clark Likely Candidate. . 


When the subsidy bill was passed by the 
house. of representatives during the last 
session he failed to muster all the demo- 
cratic votes and permitted the republicans 
to practice chicanery without making - 
ing capital out of it. The subsidy bill 
killed by filibustering tactics of democrats 
in the senate under the leadership of Sena- 
tor Carmack of Tennessee. 

A difftrent kind of man is Champ Clark 
of Missouri, who is looked upon as the dem- 
ocrat having the best chance of securing the 
minority leadership in case Williams should- 
fail to get it. Clark has many friends, the 
delivery of a cannon, knows his party prin- 
ciples down to the ground, and can fight a 
losing game as cleverly as any qne in con- 


gress. 

Underwood of Alabama is expected to be 
a candidate, but his chance is slim. Other 
aspirants probably will appear in the field 
in case Williams should resign the leader- 
ship or sufficient opposition should appear 
to make his defeat certain.

Cause of Fatal Accident on French 
War Vessel Not Found. 


RIGID INQUIRY ORDERED. 


Other Rifles on Ship Sealed to Allow 
an Investigation. 


TOULON, France, Aug. 2.—Three men 
were kilied and five others wounded by the 
explosion of a gun during target practice 
today on board the French training ship 
Couronne, Two of the wounded were offi- 
cers. 

The cause of the explosion is a mystery. It 
was believed at first that the accident was 
due to the breech closing mechanism not 
working, but a subsequent investigation 
failed to establish this as the cause. A ques- 
tion was also raised concerning the quality 
‘of the powder used in the gun, but nothing 
tangible was ascertained. 

The commander of the Courogne has sealed 
all the guns on board the vessel with a view 
of having a board of inquiry investigate the 
explosion. 


Admits Shells Were Faulty. 

PARIS, Aug. 2.—Minister of Marine Thom- 
son admitted today that some of the large 
caliber shells used during the recent naval 
maneuvers in the Mediterranean had ex- 
ploded prematurely. He said the reason was 
that old black powder had been used. The 
present ammunition will be reloaded with 
melinite, which explodes only on concussion.

SENDING IN THEIR PROXIES. 


Management of Railway Receives Vot- 
ing Credentiale—Fish’s Strength Not 
Yet Indicated by Returns. 


Central management, it was learned today, 
already has received proxies from stock- 
holders for use at the annual meetifig next 
October’ to the extent of tens of thousands 
of shares, although the proxy forms were 
not in the hands of shareholders until last 
Monday, It is said they are coming in even 
a little faster than in former years. The 
proxies 80 far received are from small stock- 
holders, none of the large blocks having been 
heard from. 

How much of the stock is now represented 
by Stuyvesant Fish, former president, could 
not be ascertained, but it was learned today 
that one of the largest blocks of stocks of the 
Illinois Central held outside the Union Pa- 
cific circle is a block of about 80,000 shares 
owned by one of the Dutch investment asso- 
ciatiéna in Amsterdam. Another large block 
abroad is held in the name of the Rothschilds, 
who are understood to represent a number of 
their clients.. Apart from these two large 
blocks and that held by Union Pacific in- 
terests and the Astor estate, the stock of the 
Illinois Central is widely scattered. Relative- 
ly little stock, it is said, is held along the line 
of the road itself, the majority of smaller 
holders being residents in this city or New 
England. 

In former years President Fish counted 
largely on smaller stockholders for support 
and if all these should still give him their 
proxies he would be able to vote a consider- 
able amount of stock. It was said today, 
however, the rate at which the stock has 
been coming into the company’s offices indi- 
cated that by no meant a majority of the 
smaller holders would throw in their lot with 
Mr. Fish.

Stockyards employers face a new indus- 
trial crisis in the breaking off yesterday of 
all negotiations between the teamsters’ or- 
ganization and packing firms. Arvitration 
without an umpire has failed, and it be- 
mains with the teamsters to decide whether 
they will carry out their threat to strike if 
refused. increased wages and better working 
conditions. | 

For several weeks four arbitrators—two 
selected by the workers and two selected 
by the packing interests—have been en- 
deavoring to work Out some compromise. 
They had been unable to agree upon the fifth 
arbiter, and this new experiment in arbitra- 
tion was tried. All arguments, however, 
failed to move the arbiters from either side 
from their original positions. 

Everything between the union and pack- 
ing interests is off,“ said Attorney Daniel 
Cruice, one of the teamsters’ arbiters, yes- 
terday. “‘ We have been unable to come to 
an agreement of any kind, and negotiations 
have been broken off. It now remains for 
the union to act.“ 

A massmeeting of the teamsters probably 
will be held tomorrow, at which a vote will 
be taken as to what course shall be pursued 
by the Officials of the union. 


Believe Shea’s Power Gone. 


The last vestige of Con“ Shea's power 
in the teamsters’ union probably will disap- 
pear at the convention in Boston next week. 
Chicago delegates who left for the conven- 
tion predicted that the man who once was 
looked upon as czar of the international or- 
ganization ‘would quietly drop out of office 
without resistance. If he was a candidate 
for reélection, they declared, he would be 
snowed under when the vote was counted. 


Threaten to Carry Red Flags. 


There is a possibility that the police will 
have some trouble handling belligerent so- 
cialists at their pi¢nic and demonstration 
which is to be held at Luna park in the near 
future. It has not been decided whether 
there will be a street parade. There will be 
a public demonstration of some sort, how- 
ever, and there has been more than one 
threat that red flags will be carried, regard- 
less of any order that Chief of Police Shippy 
may issue. 

G. F. Fraenckel, secretary of the Cook 
county socialist .organization, issued a defi 
to the police head when he said that he would 
carry a red flag if for no other reason than 
that Chief Shippy ordered him not to carry 
such an emblem. 

The police have no right to order me not 
to carry such a flag, and I would disobey 
such an order just to show that it could not 
be enforced,” he said. ‘*‘I would carry a red 
flag if I was sure that I would be placed in 
jall.“ 

The day following the Moyer-Haywood 
demonstration, when many red banners 
were displayed, Chief Shippy issued an order 
to the effect that no more red flags should 
be displayed in Chicago under any circum- 
stances. He now gays that his order will be 
enforced.

Lehigh Valley railroad with violating the 
provisions of the Elkins law prohibiting re- 
bates will be returned by a federal grand 
jury this morning. An additional indictment 
may be returned against the individuals in 
these companies who are said to have con- 
summated the deals. This was a matter left 
open for the consideration of the jury at its 
session this morning. 

These indictments are the result of an in- 
vestigation Which has occupied the atten- 
tion of government agents for several 
months. Each indictment will specifiy fifty 
charges, and should convictions follow and 
the maximum penalties be imposed each of 
the defendant companies will be fined $1,000, - 
000. Should the individuals be indicted they 
will be subject, in case of conviction, not 
only to heavy finés but terms in the peniten- 
tiary as well. 


Illegal Rebating Is Charged. 


The charge made by government agents, 
which was substantiated to the satisfaction 
of the grand jurors, is that by means of a 
private car line company, known as the 
Traders’ Dispatch, A. Booth & Co. secured 
rebates of approximately 1# per cent on all 
its own shipments from the Atlantic sa- 
board as well as those of competing fish 
concerns. 

The Traders’ Dispatch was said to have 
been organized by Henry Brigham, traffic 
manager for A. Booth & Co., and it was to 
him that the commissions were paid. The 
cars used were the property of the fish com- 
pany, and the railroad companies are said to 
have made a direct payment for their use. 

The freight route used by the Traders’ Dis- 
patch was over the Lehigh Valley from New 
York to Buffalo and from Buffalo to Chi- 
cago over the Nickel Plate. The arrange- 
ment is said to have been in active operation 
during the spring and summer of 1906 and 
was not stopped until the government au- 
thorities began their investigation. 

Jurors Reluctant to Act. 


It was to hear testimony in this case that 
the grand jury was summoned and no diffi- 
culty was experienced during the presenta- 
tion of evidence dealing with the companies 
alone. When efforts were made to show who 
was responsible for the illegal arrangement, 
however, the government attorneys are said 
to have unearthed antipathy o e part of 
certain jurors to that section of the law 
making individuals responsible for acts com- 
mitted by corporations. 

When additional testimony was desired an 
adjournment was taken for three weeks in 
order that the government agents might, if 
possible secure it. The only witness who 
appeared before the grand jury yesterday 
was Edwin Kluver, confidential clerk in the 
office of B. E. Morgan, commercial agent for 
the Nickel Plate in Chicago. Kluver, with 


| Brigham, was summoned before a former 


federal grand jury, which met last February, 
but had not been summoned to testify before 
this one untiba few days ago. By testifying 
Kluver secured immunity for himeeif at 
least. Brigham was not examined by the 
present grand jury, nor was W. Vernon 
Booth, president of the fish company.

MAROQUISE DE FONTENOY. 


| Copyright: 1907: By the Marqaise de Fontenoy. 
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OYAL e especially those of 
the reigning house of Spaih, will have 
breathed a sigh of relief on receiving 
the news last week of the death of 
the marquis de Valcarlos, who for a 

time was a familiar figure in the foreign and 
especially in the American colony in Paris. 

He was one of the most unsavory mem- 
bers of the house of Bourbon, to which he 
belonged, as the son of the 2 Infanta 
Josefa and of Guel y Rente, the Havana 
newspaper reporter with whom she eloped 
and married. Old Queen Isabella, who at 
rer aur cman 

of the princess but subsequently 
‘reconciled to the match, developed 
@ great regard for her Cuban brother-in- 
law, Guel y Rente, created him a senator 
of the.kingdom, and bestowed titles on his 
two boys, of whem the elder, Raymundo 
Guel y Borbon, was created marquis of Val- 
carlos. The marquis, on attaining manhood, 
entered the army, was rapidly promoted, 
and soon found himself as military attaché 
of the Spanish embassy at Paris, with the 
rank ot lieutenant colonel. Queen Isabella, 
who made her home on the banks of the 
Seine, was kind to her nephew, and she, as 
well as her daughter, the Infanta Eulalie, 
Was present at his marriage to the daugh- 
ter and heiress of old Alberti, partner of the 
well known banker Oppenheim. 

Valcarlos, who was terribly extravagant, 
ended by exhausting the patience and the 
generosity of his wife, of his father-in-law, 
of A err Isabella, and of the rentainder of 

the Spanish royal family, and ultimately was 
driven by financial straits to add to his func- 
tions as military attaché of the Spanish em- 
bassy those of a spy and of a secret agent 
of the French war department. ;

It was in this way that he became impli- 
cated in an extremely unsavory manner in 
the Dreyfus scandal. It was publicly dem- 
onstrated in that connection that for several 
years, notably from 1893 to 1808, he had been 
receiving a regular allowance per month 
from the secret service fund of the nch 
war department, besides many additional 
sums for special services; and, while he per- 
sistently denied these charges, he admitted 
over his signature that he had received a 
number of payments from the secret service 
fund of the French war department, but 
for the use of a third person, whose name 
he declined to give. The fact that he should, 
while the military representative of Spain in 
Paris, have accepted money from the secret 
service fund of the French war department 
speaks volumes, since it could only have 
been paid to him either for the sale of Span- 
ish military secrets or else for the acquisi- 
tion, by means mostly foul and rarely fair, 
of the military secrets of other powers. 
Under the circumstances the Spanish gov- 
ernment had no alternative left but to at 
once dismiss him from his post of military 
attaché and from the army and to insist that 
he remain abroad, while naturally his royal 
relatives and his former friends declined 
to have anything further to do with him. 

Publicly disgraced and completely ostra- 
cised, he died last week in the utmost ob- 
1 and in straitened circumstances at 

elun. 
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Lord Lamington has deen compelled by 
his wife’s health to resign the lucrative of- 
fice of governor of Bombay, and is return- 
ing to England after a long term of office 
abroad, his governorship of Bombay having 
been preceded by that of Queensland, where 
he endeared himself to the Australlans and 
appealed to the sporting instincts of the col- 
ony by acquiring the difficult art of breaking 
buck jumpers. 

He is a useful member of the peerage, 
will be remembered in this country as having 
officiated as best man to Lord Curzon on the 
occasion of the latter’s marriage to Miss 
Mary Leiter at Washington, and has ac- 
quired fame as an Asiatic traveler and ex- 
plorer. 

He was the first white mah to enter and to 
explore the Shan state—and that alone— 
and on one occasion disappeared for so long 
a period into the wilds of Asia that he was 
‘given up for lost, subsequently returning, 
however, to civilization with a wonderful 
amount of information. 

His title Is of relatively modern creation, 
though his family is an ancient one. His 
father, Mr. Cochrane-Baillie, was a school- 
fellow of Disraeli, who immortalized him 
his novel ‘* Coningsby under the name of 
** Buckhurst.” 

The story goes that when the two lads 
were at school young Disraeli, who already 
indulged in dreams of future greatness, said 
to young Cochrane: When I am prime 
minister of England, Cockie, I will make you 
a peer.“ 

This proved to be a prophetic utterance, 
as Cochrane Baillie was in due course nom- 
inated, to the house of lords by Lord Bea- 
consfleld in recognition of services rendered 
to the conservative party.

His son, the present Lord Lamington, is 
known among his friends by the name of 
Wallace, and, while proud of his Cochrane 
ancestry—he represents a junſor branch of 
that ancient and historic Scottish house of 
which the earl of Dundonald is chief—prizes 
still more highly his descent from ScotlG@hd’s 
most famous hero, Sir William Wallace. 

According to the popular legend current 
throughout Scotland, and there universally 
believed, the patriot Wallace centracted a 
marriage with the fair Marion de Bradfute, 
daughter of Hugh de Bradfute, owner of 
Lamington castle. 

She was killed by the English about two 
years after her marriage, but not before 
giving birth to a daughter, who married one 
of the Baillies, who inherited Lamington. 
Nineteenth in descent from this union is the 
present Lord Lamington, Lamingtan, once 
the home of William Wallace, having passed 
into the possession of Lord Lamington's 
Cochrane ancestors through the marriage of 
his grandfather, Admiral Sir Thomas Coch- 
rane, to Mathilda Ross Balllie, heiress of 
the Baillies of Lamington. 

Of the old Lamington castle little save the 
tower of Lamington, a picturesque frag- 
ment of the fortress, remains. But the pres- 
ent mansion, a handsome stone house with 
projecting eaves, was, with characteristic- 
ally Scotch thrift, built for the greater part 
with stone taken from the old castle, where 
Mary queen of Scots tarried a while on her 
road to Dundrennan and where the Jacobite 
pretender found refuge after his disastrous 
retreat from Derby. 

Lord and Lady Lamington are particular 
favorites of the prince and princess of 
Wales, and although Lady Lamington, a 
fair haired, pleasant, sunny tempered, *. 
pretty woman of medium height, has been 
away from England for so many years and 
never has been able to take her turn ot duty 
in atténdance on the princess of Wales, yet 
the letter always has insisted upon retaining 
the name of Lady Lamington on the list of 
the members of her household as one of her 
ladies in waiting.

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M. de Struve made so many friends in 
America during the long years that he rep- 
resented Russia at Washington as envoy of 
the czar, that plenty of readers will, I am 
sure, be sorry to hear of his death at Wies- 
baden, where he took wp hie residence on 
resigning his last post, as minister plenipo- 
tentiary at The Hague. 

By no one will be he more sincerely 
mourned here than by Baron Rosen, the 
presént Russian ambassador in America, 
who was his devoted secretary when Struve 
was minister at Tokio and when together“ 
they accomplished the extraordinary feat 
of inducing the Japanese to surrender to 
Russia Saghalien in exchange for thé use- 
less Kurile islands, under the nose of the 
“English envoy, Sir Harry Parkes, whose 
first knowledge of this deal, so advantageous 
to Russia and so injurious to the interests 
of the * 2 and of the English, came to him 
from St. ‘Petersburg via the foreign Office in 


ndon. . 

M. de irate was assisted in his diplomatic 
achievements not only by Rosen, who was 
more of an intimate friend than a mere at- 
taché, but also by his wife, the late Mme. 
de Struve, who predeceased him. She was

His“ FLOWER OF 
OLD JAPAN” [the Macmillan company] is 
a sort of allegory of dreams and little joys, 
and the literalist will have sorry work if he 
attempts to read it by the light of his intelli- 
gence and his knowledge of English. Noth- 
ing will interpret it but * should one 
say fantasy? 
The road to old Japan—you cry, 
And ig it far or near? 
Some never find it till they dle; 
Bome find it everywhere; 
The road where restful Time forgets 
His weary thoughts and wild regrets 
And calls the golden year 
Back In a fairy dream to smile 
On young and did a little while. 


Ah, let us follow, follow far 
Beyond the purple seas; 
Leyond the rosy foaming ber, 
The coral reef, the trees, 

The land of parrots, and the wild 

That rolls before the fearless child 

Its ancient mysteries: 

Onward and onward, if we can, 

To old Japan-—to old Japan! 

And the old Japan of the poet’s meaning is 
no more, if you please, than the dreams you 
have dreamed, the roads you have wished to 
travel, the countries you have yet to see! 
This is his symbol of the place of young hap- 
piness—of the old, new child dreams. When 
he writes of Peterkin, “‘ poor little Peterkin,” 
he means any little boy—the boy you used to 
be or the boy who kisses you good-night and 
does not mind the gray in your hair, or the 
boy who ran to heaven before you, orthe boy 
you ought to be loving and are too selfish to 
love. The Hideous Hermit js not a really 
truly hermit any more than the pirate in 
Peter Pan” is a really truly pirate. ie is 
only Something to\Give You Thrills. It’s 
all a sweet madnes nd only to be read at 
the full o' the moon—and only then if the 
fantasy that was your birthright 18 still alive 
in your heart—only if you can sing, with this 
young poet: 

Dreams; dreams; ah, the memory blinding us, 
Blinding our eyes to the way that we go; 
Til the new sorrow comes, once more reminding

Board Is Inclined to Class This Kind 
of Property as Personal. 


Night sesslons may be necessary for the 
board of review to wade through the volume 
of complaints on both personal property and 
real estate that have accumulated at the 
offices in the Assessors’ building.

PRICES ARE GOING UPWARD. 


Great Shortage Also Reported in Yield 
of Pickle Cucumbers. 


The author of the Cheerful Idiot had 
that amiable person estimate 10,000,000 
pounds of prunes as the average annual con- 
sumption in boarding houses, but the cheerful 
one might have experienced a glow of satis- 
faction had he heard in South Water street 
yesterday that more than ten times that 
amount had been blighted by inclement Cali- 
furnia weather this year. 

An.increase of 8 cents or more a pound is 
announced. If the rise of prcie causes a sim- 
Uar rise in popularity because of scarcity the 
cost may go still higher. 

California produced 200,000,000 pounds of 
prunes last year, and the mark this fall will 
be lowered at least one-half. The only. other 
field to draw upon, beside the foreign, is that 
of Oregon, Washington, and Idaho, which 
together put out but 30,000,000 pounds. 
France, Germany, and England annually call 
for 50,000,000 peunds, and as they sendin hut 
500,000, there will be but 80,000,000 pounds to 
meet the domestie demand. 

Hardly less impertant to boarding house 
sufferers, is a threatened shortage of cucum- 
ber pickles. Blighting disease has attacked 
the cucumber Vines throughout the country, 
. withering the leaves and killing the plants. 
Last year there was a surplus of 1,000,000 
bushels on hand at the opening of the season, 
but this fall, it is predicted, will see less than 
75,000 bushels in the entire supply.

Hard winter wheat deliveries 
are liberal. Farmers are more inclined to 
hold than to sell, and many are stacking 
or storing their grain. Late thrashing re- 
turns reveal more disappointing yields than 
heretofore reported. This is chiefly confined 
to the soft winter wheat states. 


The world’s lard stocks on Aug. 1 were 
estimated by Hately Bros. at 374,000 tes, 
compared to 838,000 tes July 1, and 298,195 
tes a year ago, an increase during July. of 
35,000 tos, compared to a decrease during 
July a year ago of 13,000. 


Exports ef wheat and flour from both 
coasts for the week were 2,789,000 bu, against 
2,895,000 bu a year ago. Corn exports were 
1,608,000 bu, compared to 623,000 bu last year. 

J. R. Whitney, who is on an automobile 
trip, from Chicage to central Iowa, wired 
from Cedar Rapids that the condition of corn 
and oats is bordering on the sensational. 

Argentine shipments of wheat for the 
week were 552,000 bu, compared to 1,006,000 
bu last year; corn, 992,000 bu, against 3,583, - 
000 bu last year.

Business was dull on the local stock ex- 
change. Traction issues continue to be al- 
most lifeless. There must be a perſed ahead, 
howéver, when the different bonds and stocks 
will assume a new aspect. With ease in the 
money market, such as may be expected at 
some time, steps will be taken to put all the 
surface lines together. Such a combination 
may not offer the profits that were common 
several years ago when similar combinations 
were being made, but a unification of the sur- 
face lines will mean certain economies. 

In the matter of economies it can be as- 
serted that there is room for an extraordi- 
nary reduction in the expenses or rather out- 
go, both legal and otherwise, of the Union 
Traction company and its subsidiary corpo- 
rations. Abuses and extravagances have 
grown up since the property was thrown into 
the hands of the United States court, which 
belong almost in the category of shameful. 
A complete cleaning out such es should take 
place after the properties have been relieved 
of the recetvership and the officers appointed 
under it will leave the properties in a way 
to earn at least $1,000,000 more annually. 

Chicago Telephone rights again worked a 
little lower, selling at 2%. Theactual holders 
of the steck of the company have taken 
small interest in the new issue to be put out 


scribe for their proportionate amount. Trad- 
ers on the local stock exchange have made 
the only bull market that has existed for 
such rights. 


Bank Statement Forecast. 


Since last Friday the New York clearing 
house banks have, according to known move- 
ments of money, lost $4,045,200 cash. The 
banks gained from the intérior $616,800, but 
lost to the subtreasury $3,812;000. To this 
latter loss is to be added $850,000 gold coin 
shipped to Canada. 


Good Times and Savings Deposits. 


“I am inclined to believe,” said the presi- 
dent of one of the largest trust companies, 
that the volume of savings deposits is rela- 
tively less in good than in poor times. When 
there is a demand for services the wage and 
salary earners feel sure that if things do not 
go right in one position they will be able to 
secure another, and in consequence they are 
less careful about savings. When general 
business is slow and two men are seeking the 
same position the average savings depositor 
is not only careful about holding his position 
but he is alse more careful of his savings ac- 
count. I think savings deposits grow faster 
in dull than in good times. 

** Again, with interest rates as high as they 
now are, there is a marked disposition on the 
part of savings depositors to invest their sur- 
plus in a way to net them from 4% to 6 per 
cent. Money rules at a 6 per cent minimum 
with us fer all new business. We have some 
old 56% per cent loans that have not been 
marked up.“ 


Shrinkage in Steel Business. 

The shrinkage in new business of the United 
States Steel corporation for the month of 
July was between 25 and 80 per cent. Itis 
asserted this was due largely to the falling 
off in the demand for Bessemer steel rails on 
the part of the railroad companies. The 
railroads, it is asserted, are ordering rails 
sparingly while awaiting the decision of 
the committee appointed fer the purpose of 
deciding upon a new type of steel rail. Had 
the railroads ordered rails as liberally this 
month as in July of last year, the falling off 
in business would not have been so pro- 
nounced. 

It has been the announced and fixed policy 
of the railroads to curtail expenditures as 
much as possible. E. H. Harriman and J. 
J. Hill have led in asserting heretofore that a 
marked reaction in business should be ex- 
pected. Both Mr. Hilland Mr. Harriman de- 
sire to see an easier money market in order 
to raise fresh capital for their roads. But 
the unexpected decline in the prices of secur- 
ities appears to have changed Mr. Harri- 
man's utterances. Doubtless, he could not 
foresee a. decline of 50 points in the market 
quotations for standard stocks. He would 
like to have seen a lessened demand for 
money and a moderate concession in stock 
prices, but he was not prepared fer the ava- 
lanche for selling orders which carried the 
market for securities to an abnormally low 
level, and by so much impaired the value of 
securities as collateral for loans. 


July Incorporations, 

New incorporations in July, according to 
reports compiled by the New York Journal 
of Commerce, aggregated but a little over 
$85,000,000. While this amount was in excess 
of the figures for the corresponding month 
last year, it was substantially but one-half 
the total for the month of June. However, 
the record shows a constantly decreasing 
volume of such business. Following are 
comparative figures of companies incorpor- 
ated in the eastern states during July with 
an authorized capital of $1,000,000 or more:
